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DETAILED ACTION 

A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set forth in 
37 CFR 1 17(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this application is 
eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, and the fee set forth in 37 CFR 1 .17(e) 
has been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action has been withdrawn pursuant to 
37 CFR 1.114. 

Applicants' arguments, filed 15 June 2005, have been fully considered. Rejections 
and/or objections not reiterated from previous office actions are hereby withdrawn. The 
following rejections and/or objections are either reiterated or newly applied. They constitute the 
complete set presently being applied to the instant application. 

Claims 3, 6, 9, 1 1, 13, 15, and 20-25 are currently pending. 

Information Disclosure Statement 

The Information Disclosure Statement filed 19 March 2004 has been considered. A signed 
copy of PTO Form 1449 is included with this Office Action. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC 8 112 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the 
subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 3, 6, 9, 1 1, 13, 15, and 20-24 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, 
as being indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter 
which applicant regards as the invention. 
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Claims 3, 9, 1 1, and 13 recite at step (a) "wherein the program displays the quaternary 
structure of the ligand binding site". It is unclear whether this is an active method step or 
whether this is a limitation of the program (i.e. wherein the program is one capable of display). 
Clarification is requested. 

Claims 3, 9, 1 1, and 13 recite a step of "next determining whether a test compound 
modulates insulin receptor activity". It is unclear what the relationship of this step is to step (a) 
and step (b) which are computerized steps of comparing structural coordinates. Clarification is 
requested. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of making 
and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the art to which it 
pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall set forth the best mode 
contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

Claims 1 1 and 13 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as failing to comply 
with the written description requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter which was not 
described in the specification in such a way as to reasonably convey to one skilled in the relevant 
art that the inventor(s), at the time the application was filed, had possession of the claimed 
invention. Claims 1 1 and 13 now recite "at least one residue between amino acids 250 to 280 of 
SEQ ID NO: 16". However there is no indication in the specification about the nature of SEQ 
ID NO: 16 or the significance of SEQ ID NO: 16. For instance it is not described whether or not 
this is the ligand binding domain of a particular monomer of insulin receptor or if it is some other 
sequence of importance. As such, the claims lack written description. 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by another filed 
in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent granted on an application for 
patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent, except that an 
international application filed under the treaty defined in section 35 1(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this 
subsection of an application filed in the United States only if the international application designated the United 
States and was published under Article 21(2) of such treaty in the English language. 

Claim 25 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by WO 99/28347 
(priority to 27 November 1997). 

Claim 25 is drawn to a method of determining whether a compound modulates insulin 
receptor activity comprising comparing, using a processor, all or part of the structure of the 
compound to all or part of the fitted quaternary structure of insulin receptor or a derivative 
thereof to determine whether the compound interacts with the insulin receptor and will modulate 
insulin receptor activity. 

WO 99/28347 teaches a method of designing compounds able to bind to a molecule of 
the insulin receptor and to modulate the activity mediated by the receptor based on the 3-D 
coordinates of an IGF-1 crystal (abstract). Specifically, a computer-assisted method for 
identifying potential compounds able to bind to a molecule of the insulin receptor family and to 
modulate activity mediated by the molecule using a programmed computer including a 
processor, an input device, and an output device is disclosed. Atomic coordinates of a structure 
that possesses stereochemical complementarity to the atomic coordinates disclosed, or a subset 
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thereof, are used to compare chemical structures to determine insulin receptor modulation (page 
7, line 27 to page 8, line 18. 
No claims are allowed.
